CHICAGO, Aug. 16—Judges, po- 


litical leaders and police officials 
today were asked to explain the 
appearance of their names on can- 
celled checks, notes and other do- 
cuments found in the seized fin- 
ancial records of Jack Zuta., mur- 
dered "business manager" of the 
North Side gang. 


Pat Roche, chief investigator for 


the state's attorney, who discov- 
ered the records m loop safety de- 
posit vaults planned to question 
the men named such questioning, 
he indicated, would be preliminary 
to any grand jury. 


Zuta, who was assassinated two 


weeks ago, after he is believed to 
have paid the murderer of Alfred 
("Jake") Lingle, Chicago Tribune 
reported who was murdered June 
9, was a big business man in the 
underworld. His enormous finan- 
cial operations-one balance sheet 
showed that the North Side "mob" 
did a weekly business of more 
than $400,000—made it necessary 
for him to keep records as com- 
plete as those of a legitimate cor- 
poration.

The first time Judge Schulman's 
name appears in them is on a note 
for $1,000, dated Dec, 21, 1921, 
payable in three months and sign- 
ed and endorsed in blank by Judge 
Schulman. 


Similar notes for

May 22, 1922, and for $1,500 dated 
Aug. 15, 1922 were found.

were cancelled checks for $500,

The ship ap- 
parently began to fill immediately 
after the propeller was cast, and 
after several hours of futile ef- 
forts to keep the seas from racing 
through the gaping aperture left 
m the stren. Preparations -were 
rsade to abanoon snip. 


A fairly heavy sea was running, 


the captain reported,
